of Mr Deakin, though personally Ido not 
tind inyself in disngreement with «ny of his 
views, but IT anv sure that all will admit 
that his presence in Great Britain, his 
spirit, and his personality have given an 
immense impulse to the iden of what is 
culled Inporiat, but what T prefer to eall 
national unity. 

“Mr Denkin, it is commonly supposed, 
jhas been treated with a certain amount of 
official cold water. Probably ho did not 
expect anything olse. He has been more 
‘than compensated in the warmth of the 
welcome Re is certain to receive in any 
assembly of unofficial Britons in whatever 
pare of the world he goes. He hns won 
‘or himself a permanent place in the minds 
and affections of the British people.” 
(Cheers.)} 

Lord Roberts also thanked Mr Deakin 
for his speech.
